DR. RUGG SPEAKS TO FACULTY AND STAFF 


As Troy State University 
at Dothan plans to begin the 
preparation for the self- 
study procedure for <te- 
accreditation from the 
Southern Association of 
Schools and Colleges (SACS), 
Dr. Ed Rugg spoke to the 
faculty and staff at the 
opening of the Fall Quarter 
1987. 


DY» Rugg serves as 
Interim Vice President of 
Academic Affairs at Kennesaw 
College in Marietta, 
Georgia. At . She. TSuD 
faculty/staff meeting Dr. 
Rugg explained the new 
developments in the - ac- 
creditation process which 
SACS is currently + ga. 
The topic of most concern 
for colleges and univer- 
sities seeking re-accredita- 
tion is institutional 
effectiveness and the best 
method and procedure to 
demonstrate institutional 
effectiveness. 


Kennesaw College has 
recently under gone the re- 
accreditation process and 





received outstanding 
recognition as a model in 
showing anstitutienal 
effectiveness. In defining 
institutional effective- 
ness, Dr. Rugg’ stressed 
four main points. 


Troy State University at 
Dothan faculty and staff 
must remain loyal to the 
achievement of academic 
excellence and not focus 
primarily on testing as an 
indicator of effort and 
results. Second, Dr. Rugg 
reminded his listeners that 
a college that cares about 
its students is very 
important. Rugg '- Said, 
"Students are the first- 
line ambassadors for 
educational institutions."
